East Jordan - The Jor- 
dan River Action Group is 
a local service group that 
provides a simple solution 
that produces a big im- 
pact. 

The nonprofit service 
group was first estab- 
lished in the summer of 
2008 because of a 
deathbed promise to do 
what could be done to 
keep trash out of the Jor- 
dan River system. After 
Sherman Thomas’ wife 
Peggy passed away, he 
began brainstorming so- 
lutions to the problem 
that plagued the couple 
whose home is located on 
the river. He started by 
asking questions and voic- 
ing his concerns to any- 
one who would listen and 
eventually he was sur- 
rounded with like-minded 
Jordan River lovers. To- 
gether with Teresa Fuller, 
and Tom (Tinker) 
Breakey, a plan was 
hatched to place recycla- 
ble collection cans and 
trash bags along the river 
at all of the launch sites. 

Local businesses were 
approached about spon- 
soring a collection site 
and funding the purchase 
of the “RED RIVER 
BAGS” that would be pro- 
vided at each site for pad- 
dlers while enjoying a day 
floating on the river. 
Funds were quickly raised 
and the collection of trash 
and returnable bottles and 
cans began in the summer 
of 2009, 15,000 returnables 
and 140 bags of trash were 
collected that year. “Since

that time through the 
summer of 2021, 170,000 
plus returnable products, 
and 2000 plus bags of 
trash have been collected. 
Our Action Group board 
takes pride in the fact that 
after Sherm passed away 
in 2013, his promise has 
continued,” said Tinker 
Breakey. 

Totes are placed along 
the river each year, May 1 
through November 1. A 
permit is required from 
the DNR along witha 
$50.00 fee. Collection sites 
are located at the Rogers 
Bridge, Webster Bridge, 
Old State Road, and 
Graves Crossing. Main- 
taining the sites has been 
a problem but for the past 
several years the East Jor- 
dan Lions Club has 
stepped into the role of 
caretakers. All returnable 
funds collected at the sites 
are used by the Club for 
community projects. 

This next season of 
river fun is approaching 
quickly and more red 
river bags need to be pur- 
chased. “Early in 2022 we 
will be again asking our 
previous sponsors for 
their support,” said 
Breakey. The Jordan 
River Action Group is a 
501c3 and all funds go to- 
ward expenses. If you

Covid-19 Vaccines 
are Available to 
Area Homebound

The Health Department 
and EMS services in 
Charlevoix County have 
begun offering Covid-19 vac- 
cinations to the homebound 
population in Charlevoix 
County. This service is in- 
tended only for individuals 
unable to travel to an estab- 
lished vaccine location—the 
Office of Emergency Manage- 
ment schedules appointments 
for home visits. The Johnson 
& Johnson single-dose vacci- 
nation shots will be given 
during these visits. Please 
note that EMS paramedics 
will not show up at your resi- 
dence in an ambulance but 
another fully equipped vehi- 
cle. Paramedics will be pre- 
pared to provide medical 
service immediately in the 
rare event of an adverse reac- 
tion to the shot. They would 
dispatch an ambulance only 
if one is needed for transport- 
ing a patient to the hospital. 
Persons who are homebound 
or otherwise unable to travel 
but want a vaccine are en- 
couraged to contact Emer- 
gency Management at 
231-541-4461 (Sheriff's Dept 
Office Line) to schedule an 
appointment.

If you’re going to turn to 
the vernacular to make your- 
self known, be sure you’re 
accurate and concise. Avoid 
error in and exploitation of 
everyday language. In short, 
do the opposite of what the 
public and the media did this 
year. 

The irked and the amused 
from around the country and 
across the world sent that 
mock-serious message in 
their entries for Lake Supe- 
rior State University’s an- 
nual tongue-in-cheek 
Banished Words List. LSSU 
announces the results of the 
yearly compendium on Dec. 
31 to start the New Year on 
the right foot, er, tongue. 

Common parlance domi- 
nated submissions for the 
past 12 months. More than 
1,000 of the 1,250-plus nomi- 
nations of words and terms 
for banishment for misuse, 
overuse, and uselessness for 
2022 were colloquial. 

The No. 1 offender: “Wait, 
what?” These two four-letter 
words should not go together 
under any circumstances, ac- 
cording to many nominators 
and the contest judges from 
the LSSU English Depart- 
ment, because the two-part 
halting interrogative is disin- 
genuous, divergent, deflec- 
tive, and other damning 
words that begin with the let- 
ter d. 

“Most people speak 
through informal discourse. 
Most people shouldn’t mis- 
speak through informal dis- 
course. That’s the distinction 
nominators far and wide 
made, and our judges agreed 
with them,” said Peter Szat- 
mary, executive director of 
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marketing and communica- 
tions at LSSU. 

“Also, seven of the 10 
words and terms that LSSU 
banished last year reflected 
real-world concerns about 
COVID-19, while three could 
be categorized as quotidian. 
This year, as the global pan- 
demic persists along with 
adaptations to it, the inverse 
occurred. Seven of the 10 
words and terms to be ban- 
ished are more conversa- 
tional-based, with the other 
three applying to the coron- 
avirus,” he added. “One pos- 
sible takeaway from all this 
about the act and art and sci- 
ence of disclosing something 
is the more things change, 
the more things stay the 
same. At the very least, it’s 
complicated.”

this point in time,” “not so 
much,” and “viable alterna- 
tive.” The Banished Words 
List has become such a cul- 
tural phenomenon that co- 
median George Carlin 
submitted an entry that 
made the annals in 1994: 
“baddaboom, baddabing.” 

This year, nominations 
came from most major US. 
cities and many U.S. states, 
on top of Norway, Belgium, 
England, Scotland, Australia, 
and numerous provinces in 
Canada. Here are the list of 
the banished words and 
terms for 2022 and the rea- 
sons for their banishment: 

1. Wait, what? 

Most frequently found in 
text or on social media, this 
ubiquitous imperative ques- 
tion is a failed “response to a 
statement to express aston- 
ishment, misunderstanding, 
or disbelief,” explained a 
wordsmith. “I hate it,” added 
another, because the com- 
mand query is an inexact 
method to convey the ut-

Nominated by writers na- 
tionwide for misuse and 
overuse, this phrase incor- 
rectly substitutes for “You’re 
welcome” when someone 
says “Thank you.” A further 
bungling relates to insensi- 
tivity. “If I’m not worried, I 
don’t want anyone telling me 
not to worry,” a contributor 
explicated. “If Iam upset, I 
want to discuss being upset.” 
Despite its meaninglessness, 
the term is recommended to 
emailers by Google Assis- 
tant. 

3. At the end of the day 

Twenty-plus years after 
original banishment of this 
phrase in 1999, the day still 
isn’t over for this misused, 
overused, and useless expres- 
sion. “Many times things 
don’t end at the end of the 
day—or even the ramifica- 
tions of whatever is happen- 
ing,” observed a sage. Others 
consider “day” an imprecise 
measure.

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usefulness is certainly in 
doubt. As a commentator 
philosophized, “At the end of 
the day, if you will, it already 
has been.” 

5. Asking for a friend 

Misuse and overuse 
through deceit—because the 
friend is a ruse. This cutesy 
phrase, often deployed in so- 
cial media posts in a coy at- 
tempt to deter 
self-identification, isn’t fool- 
ing anyone. Paraphrasing 
one sage, “Once used to avoid 
embarrassment, as in, ‘Do 
you know a good proctolo- 
gist? I’m asking for a friend.’ 
Sometimes an occasional sit- 
com joke. Now an overused 
tag with absolutely no rela- 
tionship to its antecedent.” 

6. Circle back 

Treats colloquy like an ice 
skating rink, as if we must 
circle back to our previous 
location to return to a prior 
subject. Let’s circle back 
about why to banish this jar- 
gon. It’s a conversation, not 
the Winter Olympics. Opined 
a grammarian, “The most 
overused phrase in business, 
government, or other organi- 
zation since ‘synergy’”’— 
which we banished in 2002 as 
evasive blanket terminology 
and smarty-pants puffery. 

7. Deep dive 

“The only time to dive into 
something is when entering a 
body of water, not going 
more in-depth into a particu- 
lar subject or book,” admon- 
ished a petitioner.

Health Department reminds 
residents of Free Radon Testing 


in January 


January is National 
Radon Action Month, and 
the Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan is ex- 
cited to bring back the “Give 
a Can, Get a Kit” campaign 
where we ask for nonperish- 
ables in exchange for a 
radon testing kit. 

“It’s important to get your 
home regularly tested for 
radon,” said Dan Thorell, 
Director of Environmental 
Health Services at the 
health department. “Testing 
for radon every two years in 
your home, office, and 
school is an important way 
to safeguard your health. 
And, by bringing in a non- 
perishable item to our of- 
fices, you are not only 
contributing to your health 
but the health of our com- 
munity,” he added. 

Radon is the second lead- 
ing cause of lung cancer, be- 
hind smoking. There are no 
physical signs that will let 
you know radon is present 
in your home. There is no 
discoloration or visible 
traces of radon on the foun- 
dation. You cannot smell or 
taste radon; the only way to 
know if you have elevated 
levels is by doing a test. 


Testing every two years is 
recommended as homes set- 
tle and slight cracks in the 
foundation of a home can 
result in changing radon 
levels. Elevated radon levels 
can be reduced by installing 
radon reduction systems to 
help reduce radon to accept- 
able levels. 

Most homes contain some 
concentration of radon and 
should be tested. About 12% 
of homes in Michigan have 
unsafe levels of radon. In 
some counties, as many as 
45% of homes are at risk. 
With testing, it is easy to de- 
termine if radon levels in 
your home should be a con- 
cern.

You see, the past two years 
haven’t been so great for 
many, and socially, our coun- 
try seems to be stuck ina 
never-ending finger-pointing 
fest. 

Trauma has come in all 
forms. Students are being 
drilled on what to do when 
an active shooter enters a 
classroom — knowledge 
that, sadly, is absolutely rele- 
vant. Standardized tests are 
being forced down kids’ 
throats in our performance- 
heavy education model that 
places unhealthy pressure 
squarely on the shoulders of 
babes. 

The kids aren’t alright. 

Forever, kids have had to 
bear the brunt of the messes 
adults create. 

Whenever wars breakout, 
decorated military leaders 
call in fresh-faced recruits 
and draftees to shed blood on 
behalf of their country. 

When a child is born, it 


end up in this position, is 
swept into trauma. 

Children also are pawns in 
the world of education, 
which should be exploratory, 
welcoming and featuring a 
healthy mix between objec- 
tivity and subjectivity. How- 
ever, exploration and 
discovery take a distant back 
seat to objective metrics, 
which attempt to place a 
square peg in a round hole. 
Thus, stress is heaped on 
kids — many quite young — 
as schools build curriculum 
around standardized test 
performance and the re- 
wards that come with “acing 
the test.” I have heard stories 
of kids, as early as third 
grade, becoming physically 
ill with test anxiety. 

Creativity and growth get 
tossed aside because of a 
broken, adult-centered struc- 
ture. 

Furthermore, whether it’s 
education, politics or social 
issues, us adults love to de- 
bate, to fight, to make deci- 
sions that are wrought with 


emotion over reason. “Bleep 
Donald Trump” gets 
volleyed against “Let’s Go 
Brandon” in a sadistic 
merry-go-round that never 
stops despite the ticket oper- 
ator shouting, “Nobody can 
hear one other!” 

Don’t we realize our kids 
are watching? Don’t we real- 
ize our kids are living this, 
too? Don’t we realize our 
kids are suffering? 

I think of my nieces — one 
of whom is a senior in high 
school, the other a junior. I 
think of their high school ex- 
perience, which from the 
start has been fractured, 
frustrating and nontradi- 
tional because of the ex- 
treme disruptiveness we’ve 
encountered in our lives. I’d 
argue there is no place this is 
more evident than within 
schools. 

I’ve written about nurses, 
teachers, emergency person- 
nel, business owners and re- 
tail workers, all of whom 
deserve credit for their ex- 
treme resilience. 

But no group has had to 
put forth more resilience 
than kids. And, yes, they are 
resilient vessels, but they 
also haven’t formed all the 
necessary skills to positively 
cope with the stress. 

This will go down as the 
most traumatic era in gener- 
ations, at the minimum. 
Children have had to deal 
with a lot, and much of the 
trauma may not show itself 
until much later into adult- 
hood. For many, this will re- 
sult in destructive behavior.

Exploring Michigan's

Last New Year’s Eve, be- 
fore the twinkle lights, cham- 
pagne and lyrics of “Auld 
Lang Syne” carried us into 
2021, I found myself in the 
quiet, cloudy woods at Sleepy 
Hollow State Park in Clinton 
County. 

Inspired by the popular 52 
Hike Challenge, I crunched 
down the trail, taking the 
first steps on a yearlong jour- 
ney through Michigan’s out- 
doors. That holiday trek 
kicked off a series of 52 day- 
hikes where I would experi- 
ence frozen forests, rolling 
coastal dunes, wildflower- 
filled fields and lush wet- 
lands in different seasons 
throughout the year. 

I’ve always loved watching 
nature, ever since I could 
point a tiny finger at my 
grandparents’ bird feeder, 
squealing, “chicken-dee! 
chicken-dee!” at the visiting 
black-capped chickadees.

Committing to the chal- 
lenge of intentional, weekly 
hikes helped me encounter 
the outdoors in a new way. 
With close and frequent ob- 
servation, I perceived the 
changing of nature’s details 
in each season, week and 
even time of day.Starting in 
the austere winter landscape, 


monochrome and overcast, 
my first hikes took me 
through snow-flocked trees 
and along icy trails.One of 
my early adventures sent me 
sliding down a steep, slippery 
bridge, nearly bowling over 
my hiking partner on the 
other side (I express-ordered 
traction cleats as soon as I 
got home).Winter sunsets ar- 
rived early and fast, like a 
door slamming shut. When I 
managed to sneak in short 
hikes after work, I found my- 
self hustling back to the trail- 
head, racing the sun 
retreating below the hori- 
zon.Spring was heralded by 
the emergence of fantastical- 
looking skunk cabbages — 
wetland plants that make 
their own heat — blazing up 
through lingering crusts of 
snow. May-apple blooms, 
jack-in-the-pulpits and song- 
birds soon followed, filling 
the quiet woods with new life 
and energy.With more miles 
on my boots and a floppy hat 
swapped for insulating fleece, 
the summer season intro- 
duced a leafier landscape and 
soaring temperatures.I 
paused often under the 
scorching sun to collect wild 
black raspberries that dyed 
my hands purple (and then 
fled when clouds of hungry 
mosquitos caught up with 
me). I completed a memo- 
rable autumn hike in Octo- 
ber with the DNR Natural 
Resources Outdoor Skills 
Academy. After a morning of 
archery practice, local mush- 
room experts led participants 
on a group hike to peer into 
the brush for edible wood- 
land treasures. We learned to 
spot cinnabar-red 
chanterelles, dusky trumpet 
mushrooms and craggy-tex- 
tured chaga in the damp, 
musky-smelling autumn 
woods. My adventures took 
me to local parks managed 
by city, county, township or 
nonprofit organizations and 
to the 4.6 million acres of

parks, forests and recreation 
areas the DNR manages; all 
of them on public lands open 
for everyone to explore and 
enjoy.Finding a trail to ex- 
plore each week reinforced 
how important it is to have 
nearby access to the out- 
doors.Public lands are not 
just important for hikers, 
snowshoers, mountain bikers 
or other recreational users 
like me — they’re also impor- 
tant for wildlife, and for 
healthy waters that people, 
animals and plants all need. 
Forests clean the water that 
ends up in our homes, start- 
ing as underground springs 
or arush of snowmelt and fil- 
tering through wetlands, 
eventually traveling to rivers, 
streams and lakes.Some of 
the highlights of my hikes

were moments where I got to 
see wildlife up close. Walking 
with quiet footsteps, I saw 
white-tailed does shoving 
each other for a choice bite of 
grass, painted turtles scut- 
tling across the trail anda 
fierce red-tailed hawk 
snatching a meal in open 
grassland and heard the rat- 
tling bugles of sandhill 
cranes before seeing their 
broad wings as they swooped 
low above me.Through the 
year, I didn’t keep up with 
the hike challenge just be- 
cause I wanted to finish. I 
also kept moving because it 
made me feel great.After a 
year of day hikes, I got better 
at navigating, incorporated 
more outdoor activity into 
my life and enjoyed the peace 
and mental health benefits of 


being in the outdoors.Now, 
within minutes of leaving 
sight of the trailhead, I feel a 
sense of ease. I’m also more 
comfortable going out in cold 
weather or on drizzly days 
when I might have stayed in- 
side before.For anyone just 
getting into hiking, there are 
a few practical things to 
think about before heading 
outside. Always check the 
trail map and conditions 
ahead of time, and let a 
trusted friend know where 
you’re going if you'll be 
alone, and when you intend 
to be back.The gear you 
bring doesn’t have to be 
fancy, but it’s important to 
carry outdoor essentials to 
be prepared for a surprise 
rainstorm, the sun going 
down before you’re back to 
the trailhead (looking at you, 
December hikes!) or scrapes 
and stings.Even for short 
hike, I always carry a whis- 
tle, water, small first aid kit, 
flashlight, hat, packable rain- 
coat and snack. In winter, 
wearing layers and water-re- 
sistant gear keeps me warm 
and dry. In summer, bug- 
spray, sunscreen and a 
brimmed hat ward off sun- 
burn and pests. A fire starter 
is also a good thing to carry, 
along with a compass and a 
map.As you begin thinking 
about 2022 goals, how do you 
plan to experience Michi- 
gan’s outdoors? You might 
get started by joining the na- 
tional First Day Hikes event 
on Jan. 1, or find other fun 
ways to motivate yourself to 
get outside throughout the 
seasons.If you’d like to tackle 
the official 52 Hike Challenge, 
there are online resources 
that provide motivation, com- 
munity support and a fun 
completion patch.I’m looking 
forward to a 2022 full of re- 
warding hikes, scenic adven- 
tures and new wild places to 
explore across Michigan’s 
public lands I hope you'll join 
me!

What is the MLS? 


MLS stands for "Multiple 
Listing Service," which is 
usually a computerized list- 
ing of virtually all the 
homes that are for sale ina 
specific area. 

When a Realtor lists your 
property for sale, they pay a 
fee and your home is placed 
on the MLS system. The big 
advantage to sellers is that 
the MLS is the #1 resource 
used by buyers (and agents) 
to locate homes. 

Properties that are not 
listed (usually those being 
sold by their owners) are not 
on the MLS-thus there are 
many buyers and Realtors 
who will not be exposed to 
the home. 

The MLS has become 
such a standard in real es- 
tate that no serious broker 
would think of trying to sell 
real estate without it. It 
would be like an accountant 
trying to work without a cal- 
culator. 

About the only residential 
brokers who might not use 
the MLS are those who ex- 
clusively handle foreclosed 
properties, or high-end 
homes owned by celebrities 
and the like. 

The MLS provides a sur- 
prising amount of detail, de- 
pending upon the area of the 
country it may include the 


location (by zip code); size of 
the home (square footage); 
size of the lot; number of 
bedrooms and bathrooms; 
extra rooms such as a den, 
family room, formal dining 
room, or enclosed patio; 
amenities such as a back- 
yard, fireplace, hot tub, pool, 
kitchen features, new carpet 
and drapes; capacity of 
garage; age of home; and. of 
course, the selling price and 
terms. 

Buyers can narrow their 
house-hunting searches dra- 
matically by using the MLS. 
For instance, their real es- 
tate professional can doa 
computer search and ask for 
a listing of all homes within 
a certain location and price 
range that have two or three 
bedrooms and that are not 
more than ten years old. Not 
only will this request gener- 
ate a brief list of viable pos- 
sibilities, it also helps 
buyers gauge, roughly, what 
they can expect to get for 
their money, and to compare 
the value of the homes 
listed. 

Thus, the MLS is more 
than a system that lists 
properties. It's an aid to both 
buyers and sellers, and is a 
definite asset to consumers 
when it comes to real estate.
